Being here with God's family 
again has really been a refreshing experience. One of the best things that I have seen here is all the new faces 
at church and J4L. Several of the new young adults who are going to church now, have just graduated from 
our school (which the church sponsors). Daniel, Livon and his brother have grown up in our school. I was 
their Bible teacher for the last three years. They never had any interest in God but always listened to the 
Bible lessons. I could not believe that they were at church when I attended my first Sunday morning. It has 
been amazing to see what God has done with the seed that we have been planting over the years. 



God has reached people that I did not think could be reached. One family that is a good example of this is 
the Ronkillos, they are a catholic family but their kids went to our school. I baptized the oldest son Erick and 
started studying with their younger son Jose. Steven (one of the aimers who came as I left) baptized Jose. I 
was visiting the family a week ago and found out that their mom and dad are interested in starting to study 
the Bible. Please be praying that we can plant lots of seeds in their home. 



The church here has continued to grow since I have been gone. There are a number of new faces here, which is 
always good to see. 

I was asked to do my first bilingual sermon at the Spanish congregation service my second Sunday here. Bill 
Calderon, a good friend of mine, translated for me as I talked for Father's Day. That was a different and fun 
experience. 

They are graduates and 
students of the Sunset School of Preaching. They are surveying Miami this summer to see if they want to come 
down as a team and work as missionaries here, which would be amazing and an answer to prayer.
